tered Depauw University, at Green 
Castle, Iud. Leaving this university 
in his junior year lie entered the 
law school at Ann Arbor, Mich., 
where lie was graduated in tho law 
class of 1896. 
in the fall of that 
year he came 
to 
Sedalia 
and 
opened a law office over the Se­ 
dalia Trust Co., where he remained 
during the years of his practice. 
Mr. Kelly built up an extensive 
practice and soon became one of 
the leading attorneys 
of 
Pettis 
county. 
He wras a staunch Repub­ 
lican arid took an active interest in 
political and public 
affairs. 
He 
served as prosecuting attorney for 
two terms, during the years 1902 
and 1906, and was at one time a 
candidate for congress from 
the 
.seventh district. 
While strong in 
his political beliefs Mr. Kelly had 
many political friends In the Demo­ 
cratic party as well as in the Re­ 
publican party. 
Oil March 1. 1905 Mr. Kelly was 
married to Miss Florence Scott, 
one of the sweetest singers of this 
city, three children, William 
Ii., 
who died at the age of six weeks: 
Robert, aged ll! and Jane, aged 6, 
being born of the union.
